Dark Brilliance is a King David mutation 
darker in color, rather than lighter, as is 
the case with most sports. The color is a 
very deep wine red with velvety, glossy 
florets which retain the silver picotee edg- 
ing of King David. Buds are almost black. 
The florets are more plain petaled but open 
more flatly against the stem. 20-22 buds, 8 
open, 6 in color. The open florets are not 
as dark as some black reds, but Dark Bril- 
liance has much better opening ability and 
has exceptionally good keeping qualities. 
Bulblet germination excellent and produces 
fine, clean, high crowned bulbs. Not as 
prolific as King David. Almost identical to 
King David in every respect except im- 
proved color. Exhibited only once, win- 
ning: Award of Commendation at Garfield 
Park, Chicago, 1954 show. Of all the glads 
I grow, Dark Brilliance is my favorite. We 
have but few good dark colored varieties 
of glads and Dark Brilliance will prove 
valuable for this reason. It will be a real 
winner in the 454 class. 

This photo is not a typical spike of Dark 
Brilliance. This spike was picked in the 
field during extreme heat and drought, at 
a time when many varieties didn’t produce 
a single cutting spike. You will note a 
rosette in the bottom floret which often 
comes in it. I have some pure double sports 
from King David which suggests that 
something in its make-up tends to this 
doubling. I also have some pure double 
seedlings from King David.

Reports from most sections of the country agreed that 1955 was one 
of the most trying ever experienced for glad growing. Flood, heat, 
drought, insects in excess. As the expression goes, this gave us an 
opportunity to “separate the men from the boys.” 


My own experience was a trying one, one which distinctly proved 
which varieties were top performers under the most adverse grow- 
ing conditions. 

The most sensational flower in my gardens was Conrad with its ex- 
tremely tall spikes flowering in the late summer heat. Standing next 
to Conrad, but a little earlier, was Goldenrod, one of the most superb 
varieties I have ever seen. Crinoline Belle bloomed early. It is by far 
our most beautiful lavender. Many other growers are finally be- 
ginning to concur with me in this appraisal. Better try it. Loretta, 
gorgeous Loretta, was also quite early. It is my favorite light pink. 
Dark Brilliance, like its famous parent, refused to be burned or wilted 
by the sun or for lack of moisture. Leprechaun was again very fine 
although it bloomed early before really bad weather set in. Petes Pride 
also surprised me because of the many fine spikes produced while 


Stee EF/ RA plants literally stood in dust. Red Radiance, grown from small 
His 


s, also made good cutting spikes. These varieties were outstand- 
ing among the things new. They made a good showing when grown 
under the most adverse conditions with only one rainfall (in mid 
June) all through the blooming season. 


Some fine growing weather in the fall enabled us to harvest excellent 
bulbs, firmer, cleaner, finer than for many years. I feel certain that 
bulbs grown under this year’s trying season will produce superior 
flowers next year. They have had to work for a living this year, and 


like people, work is good for them. I~
